war by word or act or op­ 
posing the cause of the 
United States. 


London, April 3.—Foreign M inister Czernin, in an address Tues­ 
day, quoted the Hague despatch saying French Minister Clemenceau had 
asked Austria-Hungary on what basis it would negotiate peace. 
Count 
Czernin declared that he replied the only obstacle was Alsace-Lorraine, 
to which M Clemenceau answered that it was impossible to negotiate on 
that basis. 
Count Czernin said this was before the last offensive was begun and 
that he answered M . Clemenceau in agreement with Berlin. 
H e said his 
aim had been for peace but an honorable one, and he had no intention of beg­ 
ging for peace.

t h e beginning of a new German peace offensive and for the purpose of 
spreading the impression that the allies are fighting solely to recover A l­ 
sace- Lorraine.

MARTINEK ON RUSSIA 
TO BOHEMIAN CROWD 
HERE SATURDAY NIGHT 


Joseph M artin et editor of “Ameri­ 
can Workman," a Bohemian paper of 
Cleveland, 
Ohio, 
spoke 
Saturday 
night at Moose 
hall, 
over 
W hite's 
garage, to an audience of over 20<> 
people, a representative audience ut 
the Bohem ians of this county. 
Mr. 
M nrtlnek’s them e was "Rus­ 
sia." 
He has Just returned from *us- 
sia, where he spent about six months 
studying the conditions. 
lie gave a vivid 
account 
of 
the 
downfall of the Russian governm ent 
and the many changes that have oc­ 
curred since. 
His prediction is that Russia will 
yet fight on the side of the allies, he 
cause there are three political par­ 
ties opposing the bolshevik! regime, 
besides a split in the party itself. 
As the course of events is exposing 
the German propaganda, there s de­ 
veloping hitter opposition to the Ger 
m ans in all political parties and that 
this opposition will eventually lead to 
a more united 
action 
against 
tier 
many. 
In a large m easure this work is very 
m aterially assisted by the Bohemian 
and Slovak soldiers who were cap­ 
tured by the Russians 
or 
who 
de 
sorted to Russia from the Austrian 
arm ies. 
At present there are 40,"00 Hobe 
mian soldiers actually in arms in the 
U kraine east of Kiel', and this army 
has offered the hardest resistance t<» 
the Germans. 
Besides these there are 
30,000 Bohemian soldiers em ployed in 
Russian munition factories to supply 
the army in the field because expert 
labor in southern 
Russia 
is 
vary 
scarce. 
The rest of his lecture w as illus 
trated, showing view s of the Hobe 
mian army in Russia and also the 
Bohemian army in France, of which 
there is a considerable force, hut the 
numbers could not be told as that 
would be revealing m ilitary secrets, 
but it is fighting directly under tilt 
old Bohemian national flag. 
In ronclusion he appealed to all of 
the Bohem ians who are not subject 
to the United States draft law s to 
Join the Bohemian colors in France at 
once 
and 
that 
thereby they would 
fight for America and civilisation, as 
well as for freedom of Bohemia. 
He also described the pathetic food 
situation 
in 
Europe, stating that if 
hjs hearers knew and saw what ht 
had seen therc H liuuld he no need of 
any food adm inistration here, but that 
everyone woul(J gtndly leave out all 
wheat food so as to enable the gov 
em in en t to send it to the starving 
allies. 
After the lecture a collection wa 
taken up for the Bohemian National 
Assot iation.

Is the all-cotton farmer doing all in 
his power to help win the war? 
is he producing as m any units o' 
food to help feed the arm ies of the 
United States and the allies as is the 
farmer who diversifies his crops and 
plants only a portion of tits land to 
cotton and gives a considerable acre 
age to w heat, corn, potatoes, peanuts 
and the other food crops? 
The council Of defense of A. and M. 
C ollege says he is not and that body 
proposes to prove its position. 
In a recent statem ent published by 
the council it w as show n that an acre 
of land planted to corn will produce 
7.6 tim es as much human food as an 
acre planted to cotton, while an acre 
of sw eet potatoes will produce eleven 
tim es as much food as an acre of cot 
ton, Irish potatoes 4.3, w heat 3.3 and 
peanuts 4.8 tim es as much fowl per 
acre as will cotton, which is being 
urged by many persons as a food and 
well as a line crop. 
There is just as much tillable land 
in th* United S tates today as before 
'he war began, and there is doubtless 
more of it under cultivation now than 
J ever before, but the big question be 
I fore Am erica, in the m atter of food 
I production, is that of man power, and 
I the one im m ediate problem is to se- 
lcu re a maxim um production of food 
per man, and college council of de­ 
fense declares that cotton is not only 
at the foot of the list of food produc 
fug crops when considered on th~ 
acre basis, but that It la far inferior 
as a food producer when considerer! 
upon the basis of what a farm hand 
can care for. 
And the fact that the 
shortage is in labor and not in acre­ 
age, the question of m aking the labor 
achieve the m axim um production a>- 
sum es the utm ost im portance 
It is 
pointed out. 
Taking as the basis of its < alcula 
ons bulletin B ti of the extension 
service, the council of defense show s 
that one farm laborer devoting all of 
his tim e to corn on soil adapted to 
that crop can produce 23 tim es as 
much food as he can in devoting a1! 
his *ino- to cotton. 
Should this sam 
laborer raise wheat alone he would 
m ake available fur the 
use 
of 
the 
allied arm ies eleven tim es as much 
food as if he w ere an all-cotton far 
mer, w hile for th*- sam e purpose he 
would produce seven tim es as much 
food with peanuts and six tim es a? 
much with sw eet potatoes as it h<- had 
confined his effort to produc ing the 
fleecy staple. 
Illustrating in a concrete manner 
the food productive power of a man 
who diversifies his crops as com pared 
with those of the man who gives him 
self largely to the production of cot­ 
ton, tables have been prepared by the 
experts 
of 
the 
extension 
service. 
based 
upon 
actual 
investigation of 
farms, show ing that one man can cub 
tivute IO acres of cotton, 20 acres of 
corn, IO acres of m ilo m aize. 5 acres 
of sorghum , 4 acres of Sudan grass, 
4 acres of peanuts 
and 
I 
acre 
of 
sweet potatoes, thus producing a total 
of 54,273,320 food units, while on a 
farm where six hands are • tnployed 
and where 115 acres of cotton, 4 acres 
of corn, 4 acres of sorghum and a 
quarter acre given to a garden, only 
35,401,120 food units are produced, or 
only two-thirds as much food as was 
produced on two-fifths as much land 
by only one man. 
Another table show s that where a 
farmer who operates on a large scale, 
cultivating 150 acres of laud upon a 
diversified basis, by em ploying two 
extra hands for four-tenths of their 
tim e during the year, can handle JO 
acres in cotton, 45 in corn, 25 in oats,
